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ashington State 


Makes Excellent Aberdeen-Angus Showing 


The Washington State Fair proved to be 
one of the best in the Northwest this sea- 
son. The usual comment of the breeders 
who have been there for the last two or 
three years was “I would hardly know the 
place.” Such has been the improvement 
made by Secretary Lawson during his per- 
iod of managing this state institution. He 
has taken it from the ranks of a district 
fair to that of a real state fair. 

The Aberdeen-Angus show was unusually 
good. The two main exhibitors were the 
firm of Congdon & Battles of Yakima and 
J. A. Scollard, of Chehalis, thus the fine 
display was after all a home product, and 
yet a showing of National repute for the 
former herd is well known in the big shows 
of both the United States and Canada. 

In the aged bull class a good son of Prize- 
mere 9th made a fine showing. Prizemere 
50th winner of second in his class two years 
ago at this same show had been loaned to 
the Washington State College by Mr. Bat- 
tles where he has been used for the past two 
years. He is a wonderfully thick fleshed, 
low down bull with lots of quality and will 
give the exhibitors in any ring a real run 
for the money according to the opinion of 
those who witnessed this showing. He is in 
just the kind of condition to go on and 
make the later fall shows to the best ad- 
vantage. He was easily the Senior and 
Grand Champion of the show despite the 
fact that his contender had been Senior and 
Grand Champion bull at Calgary, Saskatoon 
and Regina, in the Canadian circuit this 
present season. 

The two year old bull class had but two 
entries out, each of which had tasted the 
blue before. Kilmere 3d had been first in 
class at Minnesota, Eastern States and 
Trenton, New Jersey, last season, besides he 
had been first in class and Junior champion 
at Ogden this year. Blackcapmead 7th 
391827 shown by Scollard had stood first at 
the Interstate and Oregon state fairs las 
year as well as second at the Pacific Inter- 
national. He was showing in such good 
form this time that he was accorded the 
blue. 

The class of three bull calves certainly 
was attractive, all four good. Ericmere 
32d 417696, a junior calf appearing for the 
first time on the sawdust beat the Western 
Canadian winner in his class and went 
through to the Junior championship with 
comparative ease. His smoothness and 
character were quite outstanding. 

In the Get of Sire group the four calves 
by Prizemere 32d won over the Get of Prize- 
mere 9th. This bull, Prizemere 32d, known 
to many of the breeders as “Pedro” is prov- 
ing to be one of the outstanding sons of 
Prizemere 9th. 

In the female classes the champion cow 
Pride of Rosemere 56th was defeated by 
her stall-mate Pride of Rosemere 59th for 
the Senior champion honors. However, she 
did not fill the eye of the judge John Nap- 
ier for Grand champion. He preferred the 


wonderful type youngster Barbara of Rose- 
mere 64th for Grand champion honors. This 
heifer calf is a daughter of Prizemere 32d. 
J. A. Scollard won the two year old class 
on Blackcapmead 7th and the senior year- 


ling cow class on Erica 18th of Broadmead, 
both by Ericman C. B. 5th. 

in the fat steer classes in which all breeds 
and grades are shown together, the Aber- 
deen-Angus predominated. The grand cham- 
p.on steer went to Congdon & Battles of 
Yakima on a junior steer calf. He was quite 
an outstanding youngster, blocky and thick. 
The other two first prizes in this division 
went to Washington State College. 

As elsewhere this season the groups at- 
tracted large crowds of more than ordinar- 
ily interested spectators. In fact it seems 
that new interest is decidedly favoring the 
sleek coated doddies. Inquiries are on the 
Increase as the show season develops and 
there 1s every reason to believe that the 
breed is advancing into a decidedly favor- 
able position in the eyes of the beef mak- 
ing world.

Doddies Perform Before Big Crowds

The Ohio State Fair opened at Columbus 
on August 27th and every day was a big 
day. Thursday was Aberdeen-Angus day 
and the biggest and about the hottest. A 
good rain for which Ohioans were most 
grateful came that day too. The rain was 
4 Godsend to the corn crop of the state for 
generally it was badly needed. In some 
sections the corn had fired most to the ears. 

Perhaps a word to all corn growers con- 
cerning the European corn borer might not 
be out of place at this time. You may not 
be so much interested as were the farmers 
with whom I talked who have been trying 
to live with this pest. If the thing is half 
so bad as the picture these good men paint 
I am sure this country cannot afford to let 
the pest sweep on west into our real corn 
belt. It is to my mind the greatest menace 
the farmer of today has to face and | am of 
the opinion that the State and National au- 
thorities should fight it with all our re- 
sources. 

As one drives to Columbus he will find on 
every road a small tent where inspectors 
are in charge. They will tell you to drive 
on in but when one returns it is a different 
story. Each outfit is diligently searched 
for corn either in the ear or the stalk. This 
is right and travelers should lend every as- 
sistance and cooperation to these fine fel- 
lows who are helping keep the European 
borer within his present field of operation. 

From all appearances the country is go- 
ing to yield a great corn crop. The good 
Lord has as He always will come to the re- 
lief of the farmer even if the men in power 
overlook us. I predict 50 cent corn by or 
before January Ist, but that should not 
worry anyone for never yet have we seen 
the farmer broke with his cribs filled with 
good corn no matter what the price. Cheap 
feed will create a stronger demand for cat- 
tle as the season works along. The men 
who have good Black cattle will do well to 
keep them and those who have none will do 
themselves well to purchase at every oppor- 
tunity some of these good Aberdeen-Angus 
cows and heifers from which to grow their 
own feeders for the future. 

Among the ladies to attend this great fair 
were Mesdames W. W. Wilson of Muncie, 
Indiana; Rei Duprey of Van Wert, Ohio, 
and E. E. Irwin, of Salem, Illinois. The 
first lady wore that smile that won’t come 
off when “Billy” Wilson showed their good 
cow Black Empress of W. R. through to the 


senior and grand championship. When 


showing for the senior championship Billy 
was showing against his son Robert and 
good friend Holmes Thompson. If the Ab- 
erdeen-Angus breed had more families like 
the Wilsons boosting for it the breed would 
be much better off for they never miss an 
opportunity to say a good word or do a 
good turn that will help the breed along. 

Judge J. S. Caldwell of Chillicothe, Ohio, 
found his senior and grand champion bull 
in the big, sappy, well finished two year 
old Baron Burgess of Woodcote shown by 
Alex. Minty, manager for Woodcote Farms, 
Ionia, Michigan. Thursday was also Gover- 
nor’s day at the Ohio state fair and it so 
happened that Governor Donahey who was 
in the arena at the time took a great deal 
of interest in the senior champion bull as 
he was selected by Judge Caldwell. The 
Governor showed a strong appreciation of 
the Aberdeen-Angus breed and the men on 
the tanbark were pleased to know that our 
breed carried with it so strong an appeal to 
jos chief executive of the great state of 
Ohio. 

Others at the ringside included Messrs. 
P. E. Caldwell and J. H. Caldwell of Chilli- 
cothe; C. D. Littleton, of Kenton; B. W. 
Blizzard and son Charles of Washington, 
C. H.; Secretary W. H. Tomhave, of Chi- 
cago; E. Hutchinson, of Xenia; E. G. Little, 
of Dresden; Rei Duprey of Van Wert; Sid- 
ney Smith, of Orion, Michigan; County 
Agent J. E. Bradfute, of Hancock county; 
F. G. Stroop and F. B. Romer, of Dayton. 
Mr. Stroop is a gentleman of many inter- 
ests and a very busy man in addition to 
being one of the latest converts to our great 
breed, having now on his extensive blue 
grass pastures about 100 head of fine Aber- 
deen-Angus cows together with their calves. 
Eighty head of these came from the famous 
Harrison & Ryan herds in Iowa and the 
rest were selected from herds in Indiana 
and Ohio. These gentlemen intend to pro- 
duce grand champion steers at future Ohio 
state fairs and their eye is likewise slanted 
toward the great International show at Chi- 
cago. It is also their ambition to build up 
a pure bred herd by the concentration of 
the blood of the great Earl Marshall and 
his sons. 

It was a pleasure to talk with Mr. C. L. 
Slack, of Trinway, who is another new con- 
vert to our breed and a man who will help 
the breed very much while boosting him- 
self for he is a doer and a real business 
He had the only load of Aberdeen- 


man. 


Angus steers in the carlot display and 
showed against a picked load of Shorthorn 
steers which were hand picked from Wash- 
ington state last year for the purpose of 
winning the Ohio state carload show. There 
were eight loads of Herefords too that had 
been picked from the famous feed lots of 
Tom Johnson, who they tell me fed nearly 
1500 this year. Mr. Slack won second place 
with his Colorado range bred steers selected 
from a load of calves purchased out there 
last fall. This man will be heard from in 
the years to come as he is not only a real 
cattleman but a real farmer as well. He 
is a three star man, by this is meant, he 
holds three state records—one made on corn 
in 1919, topping the list with a yield of 
128.81 bushels; another on wheat with a 
record of 46.27 bushels and the third on the 
biggest ton litter. The breed is very fort- 
unate in gaining the support of such men 
as these. 

President Turnbull and Secretary Duprey 
of the Ohio Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ As- 
sociation deserve much credit for their ef- 
forts in behalf of the Ohio Breeders as well 
as the breed. They prepared a fine display 
of pictures showing many of the breed 
champions and at the same booth gave oui 
much literature concerning the breed, a lot 
of good wholesome reading that will appeal 
to those who carried it away. 

A small but enthusiastic group attended 
the banquet at the Southern hotel in the 
evening following the show. An impromptu 
speaking program turned out rather to be a 
real pep meeting which was thoroughly en- 
joyed by those present and it is urged that 
still others will keep in mind attending this 
session next year for it is good to be at 
such a place and to meet such fine folks. 

While I have been preaching for the last 
eight months that cattle were very high I 
must confess that the prices are even higher 
than I had believed them to be, judging 
from the figures obtained at the carlot feed- 
ers show down back of the fair, where fair 
to common 700 pound Canadian yearlings 
sold at auction at $13.10 per cwt.; fair to 
common 500 to 600 pound Texas yearlings 
at $14.00; fair to common 500 to 600 pound 
Canadian yearlings at $12.50; common 280 
pound Texas calves at $17.00. The $13.10 
cattle had mostly Shorthorn blood and the 
rest were from Hereford bulls.

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The Aberdeen-Angus Display Reveals Quality Supreme 


“Who is going to Minnesota” is one of the 
questions always heard amongst the cattle- 
men at the Iowa state fair grounds. For 
the Doddie fans somehow Minnesota seems 
to carry a little extra charm. It’s a good 
country up there and a big one with plenty 
of room for a great many fine herds of Ab- 
erdeen-Angus cattle in addition to the al- 
ready existing herds. Minnesota is one of 
the foremost states in the Union in the 
growing of Aberdeen-Angus cattle and she 
counts among her cattlemen citizens a host 
of the most successful producers. Always 
the show at Hamline, midway between the 
Twin Cities, attracts large and interested 
crowds. The ringside has both its critics 
and its curious. This year’s display surely 
satisfied all for it was a good showing, fill- 
ed to the brim with quality. A show that 
the lovers of the Black kind were proud to 
talk about. No better bulls and no better 
cows will grace any show ring this season, 
than were seen at Minnesota during the 
week beginning September Ist. 

Sam C. Escher played a lone hand for his 
state with the exception of the display made 
by the University Farm. George G. Clark 
of South Dakota had out a fine string of 
cattle and the Hartley Stock Farm of North 
Dakota brought down one of their fine 
herds. the same one that has been circulat- 
ing about down in this section of the coun- 
try for several weeks, and William Rowles 
& Son, of Iowa, went over the line to the 
north to help make things interesting for 
our neighboring state. Rowles and Hartley 
Stock Farms had crossed bats several times 
earlier in the season, except for slight dev- 
iations they have campaigned the season to- 
gether, showing folks a wonderful lot of 
highly fitted cattle of both sexes. 

Glencarnock Revolution 377961, one of 
the truly great sons of Blackcap Revolution 
the 1923 International grand champion buli 
and successor to the World Famous Earl 
Marshall in the Harrison & Ryan herds in 
Iowa. has been a consistent winner this sea- 
son. Many purples were annexed to his belt 
during this and the past season. He went to 
the top of the three aged bulls here and was 
eventually made senior and grand cham- 
pion. By so doing he defeated his half 
brother Glencarnock Barbaloution 378533, 
by the same sire, and the good smooth bull 
shown to the senior and grand champion- 
shiv at Minnesota by George Clark of South 
Dakota last year. He too is a massive 
smooth bull, of good lines, and plenty of 
width and depth. Rowles first prize Mis- 
souri State Fair winner, Barmere of Lea- 
moor 377859. one of the thickest, deepest 
quartered bulls out this year, and as smooth 
as a ribbon, with a hide like silk and in the 
pink of condition stood at the foot of the 
class. Those who have seen this bull this 
season may easily guess about how good 
the other two bulls were. 

Eventuation of Page again defeated To- 
lan’s Revolution for first place in the senior 
yearling class. Mr. Escher had out the only 
two year old. Tolan’s Revolution was sen- 
ior and grand champion bull at the Missouri 
State fair a couple of weeks earlier. Bar- 


baloution Basil C. 408624. Clark’s South Da- 
kota junior champion of last year stood 


third in class. So the show was going 
strong. The next class of three young bulls 
all showed much “Earl Marshall” breeding. 
The two Escher bulls stood second and 
third. 

A real noise was made around the ring 
when the next group of four bull calves 
came in for the class was headed with a 
pair of poppers, both belonging to the Hart- 
ley Stock Farms, and both having headed 
their class at different times this season, 
with both bulls showing always together. 
Some folks have liked the tidy smart look- 
ing Blackbird Bandolier of Page for first 
place but the judge had a substantial fol- 
lowing when he put up the better bodied 
youngster Revolution of Page 2d who had 
been junior and grand champion at the IIli- 
nois state fair this season. He has the mak- 
ings and he is developing fast and will keep 
improving as the season goes on. He was 
good enough here to be made junior cham- 
pion of the show. 

When it came to the bull groups those 
who sponsored the Blacks had ample excus2 
to pass kindly comment and they did so. 

Those who enjoy a good cow show will 
not soon forget what they saw at Minnesota 
this year. In the aged class four beautifui 
cows, full of type and breed character, 
carrying an abundance of scale and brim- 
ming over with quality told the ringside 
that Aberdeen-Angus cows are real stuff 
and represent the kind of cattle that more 
farmers should become better acquainted 
with. Blackcap of Glenearnock 3d, thus far 
undefeated this season, held her own. She 
drew the blue for Rowles & Son who have 
out one of the strongest female herds in the 
history of the breed. Blackcap Bessie 4th 
of Page who has to her credit a long string 
of purples made a beautiful second. The 
other two cows were both worthy of first 
honors in most any show but this was a 
showing away out of the ordinary, the two 
at the top were particularly outstanding 
and bloomy so there was no room further 
up the line. 

Some folks thought they had seen about 
all there was to see in great Aberdeen-An- 
gus cows and only lingered out of curiosity 
to witness the next class. The four two 
vear olds in this division brought hot 
flashes for at the head of the class was 2 
wonderful pair. Blackcap of Maple River 
3d had not been defeated in class this year. 
neither had she been defeated for senior and 
grand championship honors. and it was not 
hers to go down in defeat at Hamline. How 
in the world she carries her bloom only one 
smiling lad knows and he won’t tell. Her 
condition is most perfect and her general 
conformation would do very well as a model 
for the breed. Beautiful as she approaches 
with a nice straight walk, thick, wide, deep, 
straight at the top and on the bottom as 
well as along the sides. Short of leg ana 
wonderfully covered. 

In the junior yearling section the judge 
found Blackwood Lady 4th of Page that 
seemed to suit him very well. He made her 
junior champion of the show for Hartlev 
Stock Farms. Then came the groups. and 
such groups as they were. No other breed 
excelled them for quality, and it is quite

doubtful whether any other breed even ap. 
proached them in this respect. Doddie fans 
fanned away to their hearts delight } 
Strangers went out to the stalls to look 


them over some more. Minnesota may see 
a bigger show next year but she wil] not 
see a better one.

These sales will afford an excellent op- 
portunity to secure a line on pure bred 
values. We therefore hope that any breed- 
er who desires to consign cattle to these 
sales will list his animals at once. ; 

Members of the Association will be inter- 
ested in the improved conditions among Ab- 
erdeen-Angus breeders. Many breeders re- 
port an improved demand for bulls of ser- 
viceable age and good quality at satisfact- 
ory prices. They also report a marked in- 
crease in the demand for females. Breed- 
ing cows and heifers have been in demand 
wh recent months and a number of import- 
ant sales have been made. High class bulls 
of serviceable age are scarce and will be 
difficult to secure during the winter and 
spring. 7 

Records compiled in the office indicated 
the general improvement in the trade. Dur- 
ing the first seven months of the fiscal year 
cattle were transferred upon the records of 
the Association to 1088 new men who had 
no cattle on record prior to 1928. This per- 
iod covers only seven months of the fiscal 
year. During the fiscal year 1927 cattie 
were transferred to 903 new men who had 
no cattle on record prior to 1927 which 
shows an increase of 85 new breeders dur- 
ing the seven month period compared with 
a twelve month period in 1927. Registra- 
tions aud transfers have also increased dur- 
ing the first ten months of the fiscal year. 
During 1927 there were received during the 
first ten months 6894 applications for reg- 
istry while during the same period in 1928, 
8518 applications were received. Transfer 
applications totaled 6236 up to August 31st 
compared to 5631 during the same period in 
1927. New members received up to August 
Ist totaled 108 compared to 93 during the 
same period in 1927. 

Send in Applications for Registry. 

We would like to urge the breeders to 
send in the applications for registry of the 
Spring calves during September and Octo- 
ber. It is possible to give prompt service 
during that time and return the certificates 
without delay. Applications received after 
November 1st will require more time be- 
cause of closing the business of the fisca! 
year and the large amount of work in con- 
nection with the sale and entries for the Ir- 
ternational Live Stock Exposition. It will 
also be to the advantage of the breeder to 
file the applications for the spring calf crop 
before the calves are six months old and 
thus take advantage of the minimum fee 
necessary to record these calves. Applica- 
tion for registry blanks will be mailed upon 
application.

CATTLE OUTLOOK APPEARS FAVORABLE 
ACCORDING TO GOVERNMENT REPORT. 

Continuance of the present favorable cattle situation during 
the next 12 months is indicated by the Mid-Summer Cattle Outlook 
report just issued by the Bureau of Agricultural Economics, United 
States Department of Agriculture. 

“Marketings this fall doubtless will be somewhat smaller than 
a year earlier” says the bureau, “but the number coming to market 
during the first half of 1929 probably will about equal marketings 
during the first half of this year. The present active demand for 
beef and consequently for slaughter cattle is expectea to continue. 
Demand for stocker and feeder cattle this fall is expected to exceed 
that of a year ago. No material change in the present general cat- 
tle price level is anticipated, although seasonal declines probably 
will occur both this fall and next spring.” 

“With the exception of 1921 cattle slaughter has exceeded pro- 
duction every year from 1918 to 1927, inclusive,” says the report. 
“Inspected slaughter of cattle and calves during the first 7 months 
of 1928, however, was 8 per cent less than in 1927 and 12 per cent 
less than in 1926, and it now appears that slaughter has reached a 
point where it about equals production. 

“The number of cattle on feed in the Corn Belt on August 1 
was estimated as 6 per cent less than a year ago” according to the 
report “and marketings this fall from the 17 Western States are 
expected to show a corresponding decrease.” 

Consumer demand for beef has been increasing at an annual 
rate of 2 to 2% per cent ever since 1921 and, in the opinion of the 
Bureau, “there will be no reduction in such demand during the re- 
mainder of 1928 and early 1929. The probable volume of industrial 
employment and wage earnings and consequently the purchasing 
power of consumers is likely to be greater than in the same period 
a year earlier. Supplies of pork probably will also be materially 
less. No serious foreign competition in our domestic beef and cat- 
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tle markets during the next year is in prospect.”

; The 4-H Club Show is growing in favor at the lowa § i 
in fact it has become one of the outstanding features of the ei? 
and it is not unreasonable to believe that the attendance at the fai: 
is influenced to a marked degree by the interest taken in this de. 
partment. To sit on the seats at the Baby Beef show and witnes; 
the handiwork of Iowa’s youngsters is a rare treat to outsiders or 
rather to visitors from other states where Club Work does not 
mean so much as it does in Iowa. Five hundred calves fitted by 
the boys and girls of the state go into competition for grand cham. 
pionship honors here annually. To be sure it is only the top calves 
in the various classes and from the various breeds that enter into 
the finals, and yet every boy and every girl who feeds a calf for 
this fray is in it with all his might and a determination to win the 
big purple ribbon if he possibly can make it. 

True enough not every one can win enough money to make it — 
worth while from that angle, but that is not the only chance to — 
make a winning and a profit. Following the show an auction jis — 
held and a majority of the calves end their career at that time. This — 
year there passed through the auction ring 436 calves at an aver- 
age price of a little better than $18.00 per hundred pounds. Of this — 
number 183 head were Herefords and they sold at an average of 
$17.85 per hundred. The Shorthorn breed supplied 132 head, among — 
them the top priced calf of the sale which sold at $27.25 per hun- — 
dred weight and weighed 1004 pounds. The whole consignment — 
scored at $18.08 or 33 cents above the Herefords. The Aberdeen- 
Angus breed supplied 121 head for this sale that passed the block 
at an average price of $18.22 per hundred weight. This is 14 cents 
per hundred above the Shorthorns and 47 cents per hundred above 
the Hereford average.

Crossbreeding Practiced Among Range Flockmasters 


flocks were kept prim- 
oa toe the production of 
wool during the early days of . 
the industry, however, after» 
the Civil War wool values dropped to a low 
level, and large numbers of Merino sheep 
preeders both in the East and West turned 
their attention toward crossbreeding the 
finewool ewes with rams of the mutton 
_ Mutton had been a secondary consid- 
eration of the sheep breeders east of the 
Mississippi River until the prices of wool 
began to drop. But the decreasing profits 
of wool growing and the increasing popu- 
larity of mutton as a food effected a con- 
siderable change during the ensuing years. 
By 1890 one-half the sheep between the Al- 
leghanies and the Mississippi River were es- 
timated to be carrying mutton blood, the 
Eastern breeders largely leaving the task of 
production of finewool to the western range 
states. The English breeds were objected 
to by flockmasters operating on the western 
ranges due to the belief that (1) they are 
not sufficiently hardy to thrive under the 
severe range conditions under which the in- 
dustry must be conducted; (2) they cannot 
be as successfully herded in large flocks as 
the finewool breeds; (3) their fleeces are 
inclined to be torn out by the brush; and 
(4) the English mutton breeds are not as 
well adapted to the climatic conditions pre- 
vailing on the southwestern ranges as are 
the finewool breeds. 


Wool production was one of the primary 
objects of the flockmasters who engaged in 
the early range sheep business. In those 
days the industry was not on a lamb mark- 
eting basis, consequently as a general rule 
aged ewes and wethers were the only classes 
of surplus stock offered for sale. In 1911

practically 100 per cent of 
the ewe flocks of Arizona, 
California, Washington and 
; Wyoming represented the 
finewool type, while the percentage of the 
finewool ewes in the states of Oregon, Colo- 
rado, Nevada, Montana, Idaho, Utah and 
New Mexico ranged from 94 to 52. 

During the past twenty to twenty-five 
years the western and northwestern range 
flockmasters have followed a general prac- 
tice of crossbreeding for the purpose of pro- 
ducing an early maturing lamb possessing 
a desirable mutton conformation. In attain- 
ing this end the Rambouillet ewe flocks in 
Wyoming, Utah, Montana and to acertain 
extent in Idaho have been bred to Cotswold, 
Lincoln, Leicester and Romney rams. Re- 
placement ewe stock was obtained from 
finewool breeders residing in areas not so 
well adapted to crossbreeding; however, in 
the space of a few years finewool ewes be- 
came too scarce to supply the demand and 
consequently the breeders found it neces- 
sary to again turn to the finewool rams in 
order to correct some of the apparently out- 
standing faults of their crossbred ewes, 
which were, namely: (1) the loss of the 
herding instinct, (2) the coarse open fleece 
that was too easily torn out by the brush. 
Since the World War the demand for wool 
has been fairly strong and there has been 
a tendency among the northwestern range 
breeders to resort again to a rather liberal

use of Rambouillet rams. The larger oper- 
ators as a general rule follow a practice of 
mating their coarser fleeced ewes to fine- 
wool rams and the finer wooled ewes to the 
long wooled rams. A number of Idaho and 
Washington flockmasters have during re- 
cent years followed a general practice of 
breeding crossbred finewool-longwool ewes 
to Hampshire rams for the purpose of ob- 
taining an early maturing lamb which fat- 
tens and develops on the bountiful moun- 
tainous summer ranges in time for the mid- 
summer market.

There were the same number of Perch- 
eron entries at Des Moines this year as at 
Columbus, Ohio, but about twice as many 
Belgian entries at the Ohio State Fair as at 
the Iowa show. 

The older classes in both breeds were de- 
cidedly light this year as compared with 
former shows in the Buckeye State and 
breeders reported that the reason for this 
was because sales had been better and the 
mature animals have been sold. 

In the Percheron division the sensation 
among the stallions was the two year old 
son of Laet, called Sir Laet, and owned by 
W. H. Butler. He repeated his performance 
of a year ago and captured the purple rib- 
bon for the second time. This makes the 
third son of the big black sire to win the 
highest honors in the Ohio State Fair stal- 
lion show and each of these three colts has 
won this coveted honor at the Columbus fair 
on two different occasions. 

The reserve among the stallions went to 
the aged imported horse Berfay belonging 
to Chas. M. Schwab, the steel king. 

The stallion futurity which is the center 
of attraction every year was headed by a 
full brother to Sir Laet. 

In the mare classes the real fight was be- 
tween the two aged mares Maplegrove Leila 
from the Michigan College stables and 
Laet’s Magic Queen belonging to Frank B. 
Foster of Philadelphia. The latter was the 
best fitted beast of the show in the opinion 
of ringside critics but the heavy boned, deep 
middled daughter of Lagos that has twice 
topped the mare section of the Chicago 
show tramped through to grand champion- 
ship honors. The fact that she is suckling 
a colt speaks favorably of her earning pow- 
er as a brood mare. 

The Foster mare, a daughter of Laet, 
captured the reserve. 

The long string of yearling fillies uncov- 
ered a good thick made, clean limbed mare 
that was the property of E. A. Nicodemus, 
of Pennsylvania, and she finally won the 
blue. She had twenty odd fillies to beat 
too. 

In the Get of Sire classes, Laet had his 
own way again in the usual fashion. These 
extra big, heavy boned, thickset horses are 
bound to please any judge who is looking 
for real draft horses. 

Among the Belgians Chas. Wentz won 
another purple ribbon per his usual custom. 
Lordeau II never looked better and he was 
clearly entitled to the highest honors in th» 
stallion division. 

The mare championship went to a Michi- 
gan College entry which makes three con- 
secutive times that these same stables have 
carried off premier honors at the Buckeye 
fair with a Belgian mare. Likewise, again 
the Ohio State University, won the reserve 
for the third time on a daughter of their 
chief herd sire. Woodrow Wilson. 

R. M. Hamer, of Washington, D. C., tied 
the Percheron ribbons and Joe Montgomery 
of South St. Paul, assigned the awards 
among the Belgians. Here they are:

oe _ from reliable statistics 
that college enrollment in the United States 
is growing ten times as rapidly as popula- 
tion, can we question that the youth of to- 
day have ambition for pure motives, worthy 
aims and right living? Oklahoma is leading 
with an increase of 498 per cent in ten 
years. Iowa has increased 149 per cent. 
North Dakota has increased 201 per cent. 
Minnesota has increased 245 per cent. Ten 
years is not a long time and we must re- 
member they have been rather lean years 
in these agricultural states. 

That an education contributes much to 
success in life is clearly demonstrated by 
the book, “Who’s Who in America.” The 
publishers of this book earnestly endeavor 
to choose the best known men and women 
throughout the country in all lines of reput- 
able achievement. The 1926-27 edition con- 
tained life sketches of 26,915 Americans. 
Summarizing the facts concerning these 64 
per cent of these were college graduates 
while 13 ver cent had attended college. Or 
77 out of every 100 recorded were colleg- 
ians. 

It is extremely hard to express the value 
of education. These figures have been giv- 
en from a réliable source but they do not 
claim them to be authentic. “In the United 
States as a whole the average college grad- 
uate earns $2000 a year, the average high 
school graduate $1000, the average elemen- 
tary school graduate $500. 

“A college education is worth $72,000 and 
a high school education $33,000. 

“Each day spent in high school is worth 
$25 to each pupil, each day in college $55.55. 

“In Kansas 1237 farmers answered a 
questionnaire with results as _ follows: 
“Those having a common school education 
had made an average income for the year 
of $422; high school graduates $554; partial 
cane course $859 and college graduates 

The species of the race has almost passed 
out of existence who speaks the language 
criticising higher education. We still find 
them occasionally, however. They begin 
with the time worn educated fool. Then 
point with pride to their own achievements 
making plain how few were their education- 
al advantages. 

One visited us recently. He _ talked 
lengthily on modern youth knowing more 
than their parents. This is as it should be. 
Why!” said he. “Do you know there are 
2800 people in our town and over 800 of 
them are in school?”

which was a paramount issue 
in my mothers code of child 
7 training that made me re- 
frain from argument. I did say, however, 
that I hoped the time would hasten when 
the farmer’s income would be on a par with 
other industries, that we might be able to 
have people with a small amount of college 
training in our farm homes, instead of some 
of the weary wanderers the grain farmer 
must keep in their homes today. 

Society has made education possible for 
every ambitious boy and girl. The states 
recognizing the importance of education 
have endowed institutions that they may 
meet their needs. Parents too, often realiz- 
ing the obstacles they have met resulting 
from lack of education are making every 
effort to send their children out into life 
better equipped than they were. 

To be sure there are many successful peo- 
ple who have made a steady climb and stand 
on the topmost round on the ladder of suc- 
cess without an education but we always 
question how much easier would have been 
the climb had they been given educational 
advantages in youth. 

A recent interesting survey was made by 
George L. Dickey, associate dean of North 
Texas Agricultural College. It was “Suc- 
cess or Failure of College Students.” Cer- 
tain home conditions were the determining 
factor. These conditions and the effect up- 
on the student is worthy of careful study. 
The survey was made from the North Texas 
Agricultural College but I am sure it could 
be applied to the student body of any col- 
lege. It shows how important are habits of 
industry and home life. The standard by 
which the success was measured was the 
honor roll. To achieve this the student must 
take 15 semester hours of work and have 
no grade below 80. 

It was very satisfying to me to note that 
farm children rank high in the test. There 
were 27.18 per cent flunkers among them 
while 43.15 per cent were on the honor roll. 
These figures show that the work farm boys 
and girls must do forms habits of industry. 
The constant companionship with the par- 
ents was mentioned as contributing much 
to this success. 

The wisdom of Theodore Roosevelt, who 
was always a friend of the large family is 
shown by the fact that children with no 
brothers and sisters showed flunkers 26.12 
per cent, honor roll 6.31 per cent. 

The college question is one of my own 
this year for two fine, clean minded neph- 
ews and a lovely niece of whom we are 
all very proud are enrolling next week. 
Success will be theirs I am sure for since 
early childhood they have taken over their 
share of farm activities and have proven 
devendable. I am sure colege life to them 
will develop the power to appreciate and en- 
joy the fine, worth while things of life.

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Poultry Diseases 


Symptoms, Treatment, Etc. 


TUBERCULOSIS. 


Tuberculosis is an infectious disease, of- 
tentimes chronic, occurring in domestic anu 
wild birds. It is very common in fowl and 
pigeons. Tuberculosis can be contracted by 
pigs, rats and mice, but man is seldom af- 
fected by Avian Tuberculosis. Fowl, on the 
other hand, are practically insusceptible to 
human Tuberculosis. 

Tuberculosis can be brought into the 
poultry yard with fowl that are purchased 
from infected flocks or with eggs of dis- 
eased birds that are obtained for hatching. 
The disease may be carried from neighbor- 
ing flocks by birds or animals passing from 
one yard to another. 

Tuberculosis in fowl generally manifests 
itself in the intestines and liver and the 
nodules are readily detected when the birds 
are opened. The introduction of a single 
diseased bird may cause infection of the 
greater part of the flock in a few weeks. 
The eggs of diseased birds frequently con- 
tain the microbes and the chicks hatched 
from such infected eggs may carry the dis- 
ease. Observation, however, has proven 
that the mortality among such _ infected 
chicks is very high early in the life of the 
chick. 

Symptoms. 

Symptoms, as a general rule, are not ob- 
served until the affection has reached an 
advanced stage. Therefore, in the older 
fowls, namely, those over a year old, the 
most pronounced symptoms will be shown 
and, naturally, the highest mortality rate 
will exist among the older birds. 

There is a gradual loss of weight, wast- 
ing of the muscles, especially noticeable in 
the breast; paleness of the comb, and to- 
ward the end, dullness, sleepiness, and diar- 
rhea with yellowish or greenish droppings. 
Very often the condition is accompanied

Post-Mortem Appearance. 

On post-mortem examination § grayish 
white or yellowish colored nodules of vary- 
ing sizes are observed in the internal organs 
but especially in the liver, spleen, and in- 
testines. These tubercles, when cut open, 
present a solid grayish material which, in 
the larger ones, displays yellowish centers. 

Treatment. 


There is no treatment that will cure tu- 
bercular birds. It is a well-known fact that

CHOLERA. 


Cholera may appear in a f] in ej 
an acute or chronic form.

It is caused by a germ which inli 
to enormous numbers in the bleed aa 
ious organs of the body, producing a Sen. 
ticemia or blood poisoning. The disease . 
carried by sick or recently recovered birds 
which have been placed in a healthy flock. 
The germs may also be carried from one 
poultry yard to another by wild birds peo- 
ple, animals, or poultry utensils which have 
been on infected areas. The germs of the 
infected birds are passed to the health 
birds through the droppings, which oman 
inate the feed and drinking vessels together 
with the litter. 

Symptoms. 

The first symptoms, as a general rule 
are a yellowish coloration of the droppings, 
This is followed by a yellowish, brownish or 
greenish diarrhea. The birds become fever. 
ish, droopy and sleepy and sit with their 
heads drawn down to the body or turned 
backward and resting in the feathers about 
the wing. As a general rule, birds affected 
with cholera lose their appetites; however 
thirst increases and breathing becomes dif. 
ficult. Finally, the birds become weakened 
to such an extent that they cannot stand 
and lie on the ground with their beaks rest- 
ing on the ground. The comb and wattles 
may be a dark, bluish red and the skin of 
the breast and abdomen is frequently red. 
The bird sleeps so soundly for some time 
before death that it can hardly be aroused.

the disease will manifest itself in the older 
stock; therefore, in order to control the con- 
dition, one should raise only young stock. 
Do not keep the birds after they are from 
12 to 14 months old. 

Where serious difficulty is being exper- 
ienced with this disease, the entire flock 
should be changed every year by keeping 
only yearling stock. Sanitation as discuss- 
ed in a previous paragraph should be prac- 


In acute cases the birds may be found deat 
under the roosts or they may fall whil: 
feeding or moving about and die in a very 
short time. During an acute outbreak sick- 
ness is seldom noticed more than 24 hours 
before death. Cholera may destroy the 
greater part of the flock within a week aM 
and then disappear or it may linger In 4 
chronic form for months.

‘nually increasing weakness; loss of weight, 
ee of head, and finally, exhausting 
diarrhea. Sometimes the joints will swell 
in either the wings or legs. 

Post-Mortem Appearance. 

The heart has red spots, or hemorrhages, 
on its surface; the first portion of the in- 
testine is congested and hemorrhagic; the 
liver may be enlarged or darker in color, 
oftentimes appearing greenish and _ the 
spleen may be swollen. A sticky substance 
is frequently present in the mouth and nos- 
trils. 

Treatment. 

Birds affected with Cholera cannot be 
cured. The aim should be to prevent, so 
far as possible, the spread of the infection. 

Birds showing acute symptoms should be 
destroyed at once to prevent further con- 
tamination. The carcass should be buried 
or burned. It is a good plan to cull the 
flock thoroughly when there are symptoms 
of Cholera present in order to eliminate all 
weak birds from the flock. 

The houses and runs should be disinfect- 
ed thoroughly. 

It is well to place an antiseptic in the 
drinking water.

fOWL TYPHOID. 

Fowl Typhoid is an infectious disease of 
chickens and may be found in young chicks 
as well as in mature stock. It attacks the 
blood and internal organs. 

The disease is caused by a micro-organ- 
ism which is carried to the place through 
agencies such as infected fowls, birds, per- 
sons, animals, etc. Typhoid spreads through 
a flock similar to Cholera, but it is not quite 
so destructive as acute Cholera. 

Symptoms. 

There will be general weakness, drowsi- 
ness, fever, and loss of appetite. The drop- 
pings are soft and yellowish; the head, 
comb may be darkened due to blood conges- 
tion. Complete prostration may develop 
from several hours to one or two hours be- 
fore death. 

Symptoms become noticeable from four to 
six days after infection takes place and last, 
in fatal cases, from four to twelve days. 

_ Post-Mortem Appearance. 

The internal parts of the body other than 
the liver and the spleen have a pale appear- 
ance. The blood is thin, pale red in color, 
and does not clot readily. The liver is great- 
ly enlarged and is generally dotted with 
grayish white spots. It has a tendency 10 
reak easily. The spleen is often swollen 
and covered with grayish white spots. The 
ldneys are enlarged and lighter in color. 

¢ heart appears normal or else pale with 
gray spots on its surface. 


Keep the Flock Healthy. 


Treatment. 


Sanitation is very important in the con- 
trol of Fowl Typhoid. Low spots or areas 
which may contain contaminated water 
should be remedied. 

The treatment advised for Cholera ap- 
plies in the treatment of Fowl Typhoid.

COCCIDIOSIS. 

Coccidiosis is a disease of the intestinal 
tract and affects all domesticated birds. It 
is especially destructive to chicks from 10 
days up to 2 months of age. It is some- 
times called White Diarrhea in chicks. 

Symptoms, 

It is caused by a protozoan organism of 
microscopic size. The transmission of af- 
fection from diseased to healthy birds oc- 
curs by contamination of feed, water, and 
ground. Enormous numbers of the germs 
are discharged with the droppings which 
multiply with great rapidity in the intes- 
tines of the diseased birds. 

Most prominent symptoms are, in nearly 
all cases, diarrheal discharges which may 
contain a high percentage of blood and the 
rapid wasting away of the affected birds. 
Adult fowls have considerable power of re- 
sistance to this parasite and the disease 
with them is more frequently seen in the 
chronic form. 

The symptoms are paleness; weakness; 
sleepiness; diarrhea; loss of weight. The 
feathers of the birds become droopy and 
oftentimes soiled. Fowls affected with this 
disease may die suddenly without previous- 
ly showing any serious symptoms. 

Treatment. 

Birds affected severely with Coccidiosis 
cannot be cured. They should be destroyed 
so that they can cause no further contamin- 
ation. 

As a prevention, a good antiseptic should 
be used. 

The yards should be cleaned thoroughly. 
The bodies of birds that die should be burn- 
ed or buried deep.
